THE COOLIE TRADE.—The following is a 


list of the arrivals ot Coolies at Havana, dur- 
ing the last and present year; up to the 14th 
inst: 


"In 
1856 there arrived seven British 


ships, bringing 1846 Coolies j 4 American 
ships, with 1910 Coolies, 3 Spanish ships, 
with S92 Coolies; and one Holland ship, 
with 319 Coolies—making the total number 
of Coolies brought last year 4967. 
During 


the present year there have arrived one 
British ship, with 433 Coolies; one Ameri- 
ican, with 341 Coolies; four Holland, with 
1500 Coolies; and one Peruvian, with 340 
—the total number this year, up to the 
present period, being 2616."
